In 1991, Council adopted procedures for allowing tax abatement on improvements to vacant 
residential property owned by local government. Last November, Council responded to a 
change in Indiana law by designating three Residentially Distressed Areas wherein abatements 
would be granted for residential improvements to privately owned proerpty. State law 
established limits to the assessed value allowed to be abated. These limits have been raised 
to reflect current assessed values. 


SUMMARY: 


This resolution raises the local limits to reflect current Indiana law. It will provide a greater 
incentive to property owners to make residential inventments in our older neighborhoods. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


Staff recommends adoption.
